DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
L Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-7, filed December 18, 2003, with respect to claims 2- 
17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 2-17 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2 . Claims 2- 1 7 are allowed . 

Fujimoto et al. clearly teaches the construction of a Surface Acoustic Wave Device which 
utilizes a Shear Horizontal wave, comprising: 
a piezoelectric substrate; and 

an interdigital transducer provided on the piezoelectric substrate, the interdigital 
transducer including: 

at least three metal layers containing at least one first layer made of a 
metal with a density of about 15 g/cm^ or more as a major component; and 

at least one second layer made of a metal with a density of about 12 g/cm^ 

or less. 

Morishita et al. teach the construction of a Surface Acoustic Wave Resonator Device 
having reflectors arranged on both of the sides of the IDT for the purpose of at least partially 
reflect the waves generated by the transducer. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance.

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach the construction of a 
surface acoustic wave device utilizing a Shear Horizontal wave, comprising an interdigital 
transducer including at least three metal lavers containing: 

at least two first layers made of a metal with a density of about 15 g/cm^ or more 
as a mayor component, and the volume of said first layer being in the range from about 
20% to about 95% of the total volume of the interdigital transducer. 
Dependent claims 3-17 are considered allowable by their dependence on allowed 
independent claim 2.
